Drake’s Visit In 1579 


Drake’s Bay, California, May 26. 
Preparations are being completed here for 
the 375th anniversary of the landing of Sir Francis 
Drake on the Pacific shores of California. 
It was here that Sir Francis Drake repaired 
his Golden Hind, landing on June 17, and depart- 
ing on July 23, 1579, to continue his cireumnaviga- 


tion of the globe. 


It was here that he mounted 
a “plate.of brasse" to claim the 
entire area for Queen Elizabeth 
I, a claim which was never 
impicmented.

Buses ond boats, planes and 
trains brought new thousands 
toward the Vatican which js 
overflowing with people who 
have flocked here from the far 
reaches of the non-Communist 
world. 


Seventy-two hours before the 
solemn coremony in St Peter's 
Square, highlight event of the 
Catholic Marian Year, Rome's 
20,000 hotel and boarding house 
rooms were booked sut. 


Vatican sources said that the 
swelling tide of foreign visitors 
would exceed the previous 
record, established in Novem- 
ber, 1950, when Popo Plus XII 
climaxed the Catholic Holy 
Year by proclaiming tho dogma 
of the Assumption. 


Vatican quarters said that 
the gathering of Cardinals and 
Bishops, however, would fall 
short of the record number who 
attended the proclamation of

Very rough travel can 
make nine out of ten per- 
sons ill, Moderately rough 
travel upsets ten to thirty 
percent of inexperienced 
travellers. 


Motion sickness often begins 
with drowsiness. Then the per-

yon may develop o white pallor, 
a cold sweat, and begins to swal- 
low excessively, giving off o 
lange amount of saliva, Finally 
he develops severe nausea and 
vomiting. In some cases, motion 
sickness is accompanied by 
dizziness, 

It is believed that the disease 
js caused by an instability of the 
balance mechanism in the inner 
ear. Certuin persons will be- 
come sick even before they get 
on board o ship, plone or traln, 
duc to emotional strain. These 
cases are very few, however. 


Many drugs have been used to 
treat motion sickness, 


One, known as_ scopolamine, 
has been used for many years 
with good results. During the 
war, dramamine was discovered, 
which was also very effective in 
relicving motion sickness. 


Recently, a new drug known as 
bonambne was developed. Two 
tablets of this new drug will 
protect most travellers from 
motion sickness for twenty-four 


However, it should bo remem- 
bered that these drugs should 
only be taken under a doctor’s 
direction.
